1. MRGD FONMIN' S MAY 1 1 TELEX SENT JUST AS PRESIDENT KEREKOU 
AND FOREIGN MINISTER ALLADAYE WERE TAKING OFF FOR GUINEA ABOARD 
SOVIET AIRCRAFT SENT FROM CONAKRY. WHILE BOTH WILL BE BUSY THROUGH 
MAY PREPARING FOR AND LATER ATTENDING OAU SUMMIT IN ADDIS, THEY 
PROBABLY IN NO PARTICULAR HURRY RECEIVE COUNSELOR TAO. 

2. TWO SUGGESTIONS FOR GVN TO TAKE READING ON ITS POSITION IN 
DAHOMEY ARE: 

( A) FORGET ABOUT CALLS ON PRESIDENT AND FONMIN AND HAVE 

TAO COME HERE AND TRY TO SEE FOREIGN MINISTRY SECRETARY GENERAL 

SAGBO ( COTONOU 672); 

( B) IF ACCREDITATION PROBLEM HAS BEEN STRAIGHTENED OUT 
IN SAIGON, HAVE GVN REQUEST AGREMENT FOR ITS ABIDJAN- BASED 
AMBASSADOR. IF AGREMENT GRANTED, AMBASSADOR COULD THEN 
REQUEST SEE ALLADAYE TO ARRANGE PRESENT LETTERS. 
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
